Pride in the appearance ot the 
town ought to, simulate any citizen to 
discontinue snch practices. 


There are other places in f.he bor- 


ough limits that need attention, but 
these are ths1 worst, and should first 
be remedied. This done the difference 
•will be so apparent that the good work 
will extend until all such places are 
done away with 'and the town ap- 
proach the standard desired.
